forbidden by the Diuine Lawe, although Pope 1u- 
lint the ſecond had giuena Diſpenſation for ir. At- 
teerwards he did inculcate into the Kings cares, 
how greatly he had oftended God in marrying 
Katherine, and how grieuous ain he ſhould wal- 
lowin if hee kept her :' that hee had incurred the 
Sentence of Excommunication; that God had pow- 
red his wrath vpon ſo. vnlawfull a Marriage, nox 
ſuffering a Maleto liue, that was begotten of her, 
andthar ifthere werenotalawtall Heire alsigned 
to the Kingdome, no other thing was to be cxpe-

'B 8.74, Withthe eldeſt Sonne that ſhuuld deſcend from 
the Queene of Scotlavd © and hereupon the Engliſh ſhould 
renounce the right which they pretend vato the Realme 
of France, and the French ſhould be diſcharged of all the 
| debts they ought to England, and that Cales ſhould inthe 
meane time remaine in their hands, Bur theſe propolſiti- 
ons being vncertaine for another time, they ſought to win 
time, and increaſe the delayes,but were contemned by rhe 
Englith, who made as if they ſeemed not to haue heard 
them. Asthey ſtood vpon theſe rermes, the Spaniard ha- 
'uing aduice that Queene Errzanerx nu did not onely | 
breake the marriage which hee had offered her, but like- 
wile changed many things in Religion, began to-giue/ouer 
the defire which he ſeemed ro haue before the reſtitution: 
of Ca/xs , and his. Ambaſladours almoſt lofing'/their 
| patience, were ſomewharof accord withthe French : for| 
the reſt made account to continue the warrcs no longer 
for Calass, valeſle the Engliſh would contribute more men 
and money as before, and would aduance it for fixe yeere. 
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This raiſed the heart of the Cardinall of Lorraine, who 
aſſured the Spaniards that the Queen of Scorlznd his Niece 
was truely and yndoubredly Queen of Exgland, and there. 
fore that the King of Sp«/me_ ought to imploy all his for- 
ces,if he made any account of Guſlice, to cauſe Calazs to be 
England, But the Spaniards, which ſulpe&ted the power 
of France, not hearing that willingly , tryed ſecretly to 
draw out of England the Lady Katherine Gray, the yonger 
Niece of King H a x xr the Eighth,for his Siſters ſake,to 
 oppole herto the Qucene of Scotland, and the French, if 
Queene Ex 1 zas TH ſhould happentodeceaſc,andto 
hinder thereby that France might not be augmented by 
the ſurcreaſe of England and Ireland; And ſtrongly infiſted, 
that there ſhould be a Truce betwixrt Eneland, and France,

new Commiſſioners in ſuch priuat Country-houſes of the 


Kingdomes of England or Frances, that were of no great 
note, But Queene Er 1z a» x rt u' being mooued,thew- 
ed her ſelfe robe of a manly courage,indeclaring that thee 
was a Princeſle abſolutcly free , for to vndergoe her af- 
faires either by her owne ſelfe, or by her Miniſters : and 
although that during thereigne of her Siſter, nothing was 
concluded, but according to the Spaxiards aduice,and that 
ſhee would neuertheleſſe, withour giuing him the leaſt no- 
tice, or taking his counſell, diſpatch theſe affaires betweene 
the Deputies of both ſides , not in an obſcure and private 
place,but openly in the Caſtle of Cambreſis,neere Cambraz, 
This offended noleſſe the Spaniard, than'the refuſall and 
contempt of his marriage with her Maicftie, with the alte- 
ration of Religion, had done heretofore. Neuerthelefſe, 
the French, who was crafty and cunning enough, ro diſco- 
uer how ſhe was affected to match. with Spezre, prayed her 
Majeſtic firſt of all to take awayy4xvo ſcruples from them, 
before the yeclding of Cala; to wit, that they forlaking 
that Towne, before they were afſured whom ſhee ſhould 
marry,-1t might cafily fall into the hands of the- Spaniard, 
becauſe that he would haue her Maieſtic,if poſſible , vpon 
any condition, and that there is nothing ſo deare, but wo- 
men will part with it to their beloued hiisbands': the 0- 
ther, whether, as the Spaniards boaſt, that the E12hſh haue 
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ſuchneerealliance wich them , that they ought ro toyne in

French King, Charles Cardinall 
of Lorraine, Archbiſhop and Duke of Xherms , the chicteſt 
Peere of France, Anne Duke of eMont-morancy, Peere, 
Conſtable, and great maſter of France, Lord 1ames Aulbey, 
Lord of Saint © A#drewes, Marquis of Fronfac ,'and Lord 
Marſhall of France, lohn of Horuillier, Biſhop of 0rliens, 
and Clande Anubeſpine, Secretary of the Priuy-Councell ot

authority oner them, 


By this alteration of Religion, (as Politicians haue ob. 
ſerued) Enzland became the freeſt Kingdome inall Chri- 
ſtendome ; becauſe by this meanes,it had freed the Sceprer 
from forraignc flauery of the Pope of Rome + and moſt 
rich, becauſe ir preuented the great ſummes of mony, which 
were dayly tranſported ro Rome, for Firſt-fruites, Indul- 
gences, Appellations, Dilpenfarions, and ſuch other like 
things: and thereby the Common-wealth was voide and 
depriued, beyondall imagination.

Engliſh and the Frewch, nothing had beene reſolued to the 
contrary ; hee gained in the end, that they ſhould forbeare 


abſolutely to beare theſe Armes, by the interceſſion of M.' 


HMemorency, the' Guizes Emulator , who thought it not 
to be ahiy honourfor the King of Fraxe, to take any other 
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Title, or to graue in his Seales any other armes, than the 


| Armes of the Kings of France; and -ſhewed, that this Tirle 


alone was of more importance than many others; and that 
the precedent Kings had no other, when they ſought their 
rightin Naples and Milan, And truely,from thele Titles, 
and theſe Armes, which the. King of Fraxce, at the inſtiga- 
tion of the G#izes, hath raken from the Queene of Scot- 
land, then vnder age, all the diſaſters which afterwards 
happened vnto her,haue lowed from that: for from thence 
came the enmities openly declared by Queene E x 1 z a- 
s 1 T H againſt the Guizes, and thoſe which ſhee practiſed 
againſt her priuatly,which by the ſubril malice of men,who 
made vie of the growing enuy,and of the occafions which 
ſprung from day to day, haue-beene fo fomented on both 
ides, thatnothing could extinguiſh,thent bur death, for,

A few daies after, in ſtead of giving foure Hoſtages for

But , by the holy proteſtations which hee made 
vnto them, hee tooke away all ſuſpition of hauing any 0- 
ther ayme but theglory of God, and the Countries liberty; 
and that, ſeeing it oppreſt by the Queene Regent, and the 
French, he could not chuſe but lament moſt bitterly fort, 
They ſent William Maitland of Lidington Secretary, to 
aceneEL1zAs 8 TH ; and hee, in a pittifull diſcourſe 
complained to her, that ſince the marriage of the Queene 
of Scotland with rhe Dawulphin, the adminiſtration of the 
Kingdome had becne changed , ſtrange Souldiers ſpoyl'd 
and ruin'd all, the French were placed in the chicteſt offi 
ces of the Kingdome , the Caſtles and ſtrong —_ put 
into their hands, the pure money corrupted for their parti- | 
cular profit, and that by theſe deuices and the like,: they 
fortifie themſclues, fraudulently to take away the King- 
dome, as ſoone as the Queene ſhould be dead...

red , that they propounded nor ro themſclues any other 


end, but the aduancement of the glory of Icſus Chriſt, and 
the fancere preaching of Gods Word,to cxtirpate ſuperſti- 
tion and idolatry , and to keepe the liberty of thei Ance- 
ſtors : which they knew not by what meanes it might be 
done, but they hoped that God would giue ſuccefle ro 
their deſignes , according to their defire, to the confuſion 
of their aduerfaries. And,as for the intertaining of amitic 
betweene the two Kingdomes that that,was the abridge- 
ment of their wiſhes; and thereunto vowed their goods, 
their faith, and their conſtancy. 

They deliberate flowly of theſe things in England, be- 
cauſe rhe Scots were not well furniſhed with money and 
armes,nor yery faithfull among themſelues. But they con- 
ſidered that the Marquis D'Elbexf, Vnkle to the Queene 
of Scotland, had leuicd men in Germanie_,by the meanes of 
the R/777axe for the Scottiſh warre ; that they had brought 
downc intothe Hauens, peeces for battery; that the prepa- 
rations which were made, were greater than was neceſſary 


vnarined Scots , that the Frexch,to draw to their league the 
King of Denmarke_, promiſed him, that the Duke of LZoy- 
raincſhould quit the right which hee prerended to haue to

waies beene accuſtomed to goe meete their enemies, and 
not to waite for them;and that it had ever beenc aſwell ſuf. 
fered to preuenrt dangers, as to cxpell them, to defend 
themſclues with the ſame weapons thar they are aſlayled 
with, That Ezzlanrd was neuer affured, but when it:was

Keith, Likewiſe, preſently,the Duke of Norfolke was cſta- 
bliſhed . Lieutenant generall in the Northerne parts to- 
wards Scotland, the frontiers of the Eaſt, and of the South, 
were cOmit:ed tothe Lord Baron Gray,who,not long ago, 
had couragiouſly,burt vnluckily, defended Guien againſt the 
French,and Thomas Earle of Suſſex , who, inthe reigne of 
Queene M a  y, had beene Deputy of 1relard, is ſent back 
thither, with title of Lieutenant, together with ſpeciall 
command,to ouer-looke this 1r;ſþ Nation, being ſo much. 
the more ſuperſtitious, by how much lefle it was husban- 
ded and tilled, ſhould not be ſtirred to rebellion , by the 
practices of the French, vnder pretext of Religion : to tur- 
niſh 0phale, with ſome}ſmall Forts, to giue to the old Sol-.

Chamberlaine,Em- 
baſladour Ordinary, to iuſtific, vpon how many iuſt cauſes 
ſhe had ſent an Armie into Scotland, to wit, thoſe that I 
haue heretofore declared, and to ſhew, the Queen of Scot- 
land had beene married very young toa ſickly King, vvho 
was without hope to leaue Iflue ; that Hamilton, Duke of 
Chaſtelrant, haning beene by the authority of the Parlia- 
m?nr, deſigned of the Kingdome of Scorland, the Guizes 
had prepared Ambuſcadoes for his Sonne,as he ſhould paſſe 
through France : their defignes were bent, to ioyne the 
Crowne of Scotl1ndto the Crowne of France, and to con- 
{crue it for the Q1cene. This matter the King of Spazne

The French knowing this commodity, had fortified it, to 
retirethither, and there receive the ſuccour which might

eAdolphe_likewiſe, Duke of Holſatia, was ſtirred vp by

carried with hopes to be able to efteR it, by the deſire 
which her ſelfe had by her Letters witneſſed ynto him,that 
he was poſlſeſt with the ſame affetion towards the Eng- 
lfh.,as he had beene long agoc towards the Spaniards , and 
by the promiſe that ſhee had moſt louingly made him, hee 
came into England, where ſhe intertained him royally, ho-

was committed. She was deliuered in priſon of her firſt- 
borne,and afterwards, her Keepers being corrupted by the 
Earle of Hertfords deuice, Edward Warner , Lieutenant of 
the Towre, was puniſhed , as conſcious of the fac, 
and diſplaced. Hertford is accuſed in the Starre-Cham- 
ber of three crimes, that he had deflowred a Virgine of the 
Bloud-Royall, broken the Priſon, and had accompanied 
with her ſince. Whereupon , after hauing proteſted that 
| hee was lawfully married to her, he confeſled, that hauing 
found rhe doores of the Priſon open, hee had viſited her in 
the affliAion which was cauſed by the ſentence pronoun- 
ced againſt them, and had payed herthe duty of wedlocke, 
For which cauſe, hee was fined fiue thouſand pound for e- 
uery offence,and kept Priſoner nine yeeres.

While theſe things paſt, Henzy, Earle of CAHrwndell, be- 
ing great and powerfullamong the Lords of the Realme, 
after hauing conſumed much wealth vpon avaine hope to 
marry theQueene, and the Earle of Leice#er, who then 
was in great credit with-her , and' his friends, which had 
failed in the truſt which hee repoſed in them, taking a- 
way this hope quite from him, tooke leaue of her , and 
voluntarily went out of the Kingdome, vnder colour to 
recouer his health, but in effe; ro ſtrengthen himſelfe a- 
gainſt ſorrow. But the other Engliſh, who for their natu- 
rall valour,thought themſelues borne to line in Armes,and 
not in idlenes, ſeeing the Nobility of all parts, did rife at 
the report of the warre againſt the Turke, and carried their 
Armes: and Courages into Huzgarie.

| When hee was returned ro the Court, both hee, and all 
thoſe of the Conſpiracy , commended Earle Bothwell to 
the Queene , and, to perſwade her to make choyce of him 
tor her Husband , they intimated by all meanes vnto her, 
how hee was moſt worthy and deſeruing of her loue, both | 
in reſped of the eminency of his Family, his yaliant Ar- | 
tempts againſt the-Zxg/z/b,and the many infallible proofes 
and trials of his fidelity. Moreober, they layd open vnto 
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| her,char being alone, and without any helpe, or aſſiſtance, 
' ſhe was nor able to pacifie thoſe troubles and tumults that |:

ieed againſt her, and to diſcharge the adminiſtration and 
goucrnement of the Kingdome.

I am deſirous here to {cr downe, what the Earle of Hunt- 
leyand Arzuile, who are the principall of all the great No- 
bility of Scotland, teſtified hereof, as I coppicd it out of 
a Writing ſeal'd, and ſubſcribed with their owne hands, 


which they ſent to the Queene of England : 


B Ecanſe Farle Murray, and others , to coxer their 

one Rebellion againſt the Corn. whoſe anthort- 
tie they vſurped, openly imputed her , as culpable and 
Tuiltic of her Husbands death : wee publikely prote#t, 
and teſlifie this which enſues. In the Monet of De- 
cember, 1556. the Queene being at Cragmill , the |

ingratitude, their deſire was, that Morton and others

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baniſhed by reaſon of this murder , might be repealed. 
But withall they implycd, that this could not be done, 
except the Queene by a Dinorce were ſeparated from 
her Husband, and they promiſed to doe 1t, if wee would 
yeeld our conſents. After that , Earle Murray pro. 
miſed tome, of Huntley, that 1 ſhould re-enter the in- 
heritances of my-_Anceſtors , and haue the perpetuall 
loue and tffeition of the baniſhed, if 1 did but further 
and procurethis Dinorce-, Then they went likewiſe 
to Earle Bothwell, to draw alſo from him his conſent 


and liking : and laſtly, they went to theQueene,whom

baniſhment : in very outragious termes,he exaggerated 
the Kings faults, and the rj hee had committed 
azainſt the Queene, and the Realme_>, prouing how 
the Queene, ad the State, were deepely _—_ , in 
procurmg ſpeedily this Diuorce_- © becauſe the King 
and Qaeene could not line ſecurely together in Scor- 
land. Her CMateſtie_> made anſwer : That ſhe had 
rather for a time returne into France, while her Hus- 
band did more truely diſcend into the errours and vn- 
[tatdneſſe of his youth, not willing any thine ſhould be 
done to her Sonnes preiudice, or her owne dijhonour. 
hereunto Lidington replyed : Wee of your Conncell 
will lvoke to this well-enouzh, But in any wiſe, (aid 
Shee) 7 prohibite you to per forme, any thing that may 
in the leaſt manner blemiſh my honour, or burthen my 
conſcience. Let things ſtand as they doe, till God 
from aboue vouchſafe ſome fitter remedie_. 1 much 
feare,leſt,that you indge requiſite for my goed, may re- 
dound to my hurt. A few dayes after,when the King 
w.2s murdered, after a'moſt execrable manner, wee are 
fared, out of the inward touch and teftimony of our 


Conſciences, that the E, Murray and Lidington were 
the 
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the Authors, Proiedtors, and Plotters of this abomina. 
ble Parricide, wheſoencr the other were, that put it in 
®* execution. This 1s that which they athirmed in 


writing. 
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The Confederates aymed then at nothing elſe, but how 


to free Bothwell of this Parricide : Wherefore, a Scfſon of | freed of the 


Parliament was orcained for this onely cauſe, and appre- 
henſion oftheir bodies cnioyned, of whom the leaſt ſu- 
ſpition was conceived, and the Earle of Lenox accuſing 
Bothwell, and ferucntly vrging, that he might come to a 
triall before the States were aflembled, it was granted, and 
ſocommand impoſed vpon the Earle, to appcare within 
twenty dayes. But within the compaſſle of this time , ha- 


| ving receiued no inſtructions nor aduertiſements from the 


Queenes Maieſtie of England , and in that hee could not 
live without danger of his life, ina place repleniſhed with 
his enemies, Earle Bothwell made his appearance , and ha- 
ving Morton for his Aduocate, preuayled in the cauſe, 
and ſo was fent away abſolu'd, by the Sentence of all the 
ludges. 

This buſineſſe being thus contrived , the other Com- 
plices ſo wrought, that diuers of the Nobility conſented 
ro the marriage, whereof they made a Draft in Writing, 
{ſubſcribed and ſealed , for teare, that if it ſhould euer be 
broken, Bothwell might haue accuſed them to be the Au- 
thors of all that villany. This marriage thus ſolemnized 
with Earle Bathwell , who was created Duke of the Orca- 
des, cauſed euery one to ſurmize that the Queene was guil- 


tic of this murder, and the Conſpirators ſtrengthened the | 


ſame opinion , by Letters ſent into all parts, as likewiſe 
they held aſſemblies at Dundagh, where they conſpired to 
depoſe the Queene, and deſtroy Earle Bothwell, Although 
AHnurray, becauſe he would not appeare to be one of this 


Combination, obtained leaue of the Queene to goe into 
V2 France, 
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the King, they ſeyzed on her perſon, and entreated her ſo 
ienominiouſly and diſgracefully , that although ſhee had 
nothing on, bur a very homely night-Gowne, yer they ſo 
clapt her vp in priſon at Lake-Leuziz, vnder the cuſtody of 
Earle Hnurray's Mother, who was James the 5. his Con. 
cubine, who further perfecuted her with moſt ſhameleſſe 
malice,during her reſtraint, boaſting how ſhee was lawfull 
Wife to 7ares the 5. and her Sonne lawfully deſcended 
trom him, | 

So ſoone asQueene Er1zantru had certaine no- 
ticc of all theſe prgceedings, deteſting in her heart this vn- 
brideled inſolency of Subicdts towards a Princeſſe , who 
was her Siſter, and Neighbour, terming them perfidious, 
rebellious, ingratefull , and cruel! : Shee ſent into Srot- 
land, Nicho, T hrogmorton, to complaine hereof vato the 


| | Confederates, and to conſult of ſome meanes how to re- 


ſtore the Queene to her former liberty and authority , for 
the puniſhmenrs of the Kings murderers, and that the yong 
Prince , might bee ſent into Exz/and, rather than into 
France for his more ſecure preſeruation, and ſafety. For 
that which paſſed ſuccefſiuely while 7hro02mo7zton lay in 
Scotland, I will deliver it faithfully, euen as I colleQed ir 
out of his owne Letters, which queſtionleſſe are very fin-

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Many in Sc otland were very much incens'd againſt the 
Queene, inſomuch, a3 they abſolutely refus'd ro behold 
her, as likewiſe Yilleroy,and De Croc , Ambaſladours for 
Frances, Yet the Confpirators could nor agree among 
themſelues, how ro diſpoſe of her. The Lord of Liding- 
ton, and ſome others, were of opinion, to haye her re-eſta- 
bliſhed in her authority vpon theſe conditions : Thar the 
Murderers of the K 1 x 6 ſhould be puniſhed according to 
the Lawes; and rhe young Prince his ſafety procured, 
That Bothwell ſhould be ſeparated from her by a firme Di- 
uorce; and Religion eſtabliſhed. Others perfwaded a 
perpetuall baniſhment of her, eyther into France or Ez. 
land, ſo the Queene of Enzland,or King of France, would 
be content to be Cautions and Pledges, that ſhee ſhould 
transferre all the Regall authority to her.

of England , who (as often expcrience heretofore had 
taught them) laboured for nothing, but her owne peculiar 
intereſts, when ſhee was a meanes to drive the French a- 
way out of Scotland, and lately ſhewed her ſelfe bur nig. 
gardly, and ſparing of her fauours towards the Scottiſh Ex- 
iles.

he ſhould reape | 2a worthy his trauell and paines. And 
thus the Emperour diſmiſled the Earle of Sufex with grear 
honour : and the Earle of S»fex turning a little our of his 
way to ſee Charles, tooke his leaue of him at Gratz; and the 
Arch-duke Charles, expeRting to receiue a more fauoura- 
ble Anſwere, found himlclte fruſtrated of his intention. 
For this proſecution was giuen ouer by little and little, 
which made a progreſſion of ſeuen whole yeeres, with di- 
vers intercourſes of honourable Embaſſies : it leauing not- 
withſtanding a mutuall loueand amity betweene the Prin- 
ces, ſo cordiall and inherent, that the Emperour alwaies 
croſt the Popes defignes againſt Queene EL1zanenrun. 
Not long after, the Arch-duke married cHazy, Daughter 
to Albert the fifth, Duke of Bavaria, by whom, amongſt 
other Children, he had two Daughters, whereof the one 
was Queene of Spazne, the other of Poland, 

About this time, came into Enzland, from the mightie 
Emperour of Ruſ{i4 and MH uſconie, 10h. Baſilins, E. T wer- 
dice, and T. Pogarells, with moſt Martler, Sable, and Er- 
myne Skins, whereof at that time, and in precedent ages, 
the Engliſh made great account, both for ornament and 
health : and they promiſed to the Queene and the Engiiſh 
Nation, continuance of that affeRion which the Empe- 
rour had manifeſted, and whatgreat ftudie and care he had 
taken for the Engliſh, euer fince they frequented thoſe 
parts, whereof you ſhall hereunder ſee the beginning. 

In the yeere 15 5 3. certaine Marchants of London, the 
principall of whom were Ln. Indd. G. Barnes, and A. 
Huſy, ſhaping out a courſe for Cathay, by the frozen or 
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Hyperborean Sea, vnder the conduct of Sir Henry Willow. 
bje-, who was frozen to death inthe Tourney, Ro. Chance. 
loxr, his Licutenant, happily opened the paſſage of Ruſſ7a,” 
before this time vnknowne, running vp with the River of 
Duina, till he came to fixtie degrees of the Pole Articke, 
where alittle Monaſtecri2 1s Sir conſecrated to Saint 
Nicholas. When the Emperour heard of it,he ſent for him 
to the Moſco, in Caroches made after the manner of the: 
Countrie: he enrertain'd and diſmiſt him with many graces 
and fauours,promiſing the Exgliſh great immunities, if they' 
would trade into his Empire, and rejoycing that hee had 
met with a meanes to tranſport by Sea into Reſ#4, forraign 
merchandize, which the Ruſ{9zs could'not come by before, 
but with grcar difficultie, by the Narne, and the Kingdome 
of Poland, enemies. When Robert Charcelor ypon his re- 
turne gaue inforamtion thereof, and of what high eſteeme 
the Clothes of Exzland were in thoſe parts, the low rate of 
Hempe and Flaxe, whereot they made their 'Cables and 
cordage, ' and' what rich Skins they affoorded, theſe Mar- 
chants raiſed a ſociety or company,by QueeneM ak r x $ 
permiſſion, in a faire Building appropriated to their vle, 
which at this day we call the Moſcouje houſe , and Baſilins 
granting them many immunities, they hauefince that time, 
{ent eucry yeerea Fleet of Ships, and maintained rrafhique, 


.the which likewiſe hath been greatly augmented ſince the 


yeere 15 69. when out of his louc to Queene E x 1 z a- 
2 2 TH, hegranted them, thatnone but the Eng//þ of this

An. lenktinſop returned with theſe Ambaſſadours into

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Emperour committed ynto him ſecret matters , which hee 
would by no meanes communicate to any of his owne 
people, which was, ſeriouſly to trear with: Queene E x r- 
zA BETH in his name, that ſhe would enter into mutuall 
league with him offenfiue, and defenſtue , againſt all the 
world, and that ſhe would ſend inro Ruſſia, Sores; 
Mariners, warlike Munitions, and to oblige her ſelte by 
ſolemne oath, courtcouſly ro receiue him, with his Wife, 
and Children, if he were driuen out of his Empire, eyther | 
by rebellious Subieds, or open enemies, And thus-this 
Tyrant, whom no man could truſt , ſeemed to be diſtruſt- 


full even of himſelfe : and though he were ſomewhat mo- 


ſty retmrned, yet did he not giue ouerolliciting of her in' 
theſe things, both by Letters and Ambaſſtes , as hereafter 
ſhall be expreſſed, requeſting her continually, ro ſend him 
backe that ſwme <A thony Tenkinſon, whos, as he thought, 
had nor beene fo faithful, as in matters of ſo great watght 
was requiſite, oy | 

The firſt Monerh of this yeere , dyed Nrcholas Wotton, 
a Doctor of the Cinill Law, and Deane of the Churches 
of Canterbury and Torke-: a very honourable perſon, for 
his parentage, but much more for his prudence : whereof 
he had giuen ample teſtimony borh within and without 
the Realme. For, hee was one of the Priuy-Councell to 
the Kings, Hzw vr the Eighth, -and Eovvaryd the] 
Sixth , as alſo, LEN arvand QueeneExL 1 2 a- 
22TH. Nine times he wetit Ambaſſadour to the Empe- 
rour, the Kings of Franceand Sparne , and other: Princes, 
Three times he was 'a Commiſſioner to make peace be- | 
twweene the Engliſh, French, #ad Seots-;\and one of the fix- 
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Duke of Norfolke, and formerly Widdow to the Lord Da- 
cres, having brought him forth no Children. But ſhe had 
one by her firſt Husband, Georges the Baron : who dyed 
young, with a fall off of a Vauting-Horſe of wood , when 
he learned to vaut : and three Daughters, who were all at- 
fianced by promiſes of performance to the Dukes three 
Sonnes, 

I told you, how Shan O-Neale , lawfull Sonne to Cone- 
Oneale, ſfurnamed Bacon , that is to ſay, Lame; the migh- 
rieſt man in the North part-of 1reland, which is called Y- 
fler, was come into England, and craucd pardon for his of- 
fence, in the yeere 1563. When hee was returned into his 
Countrey, hee valiantly defended that part of 1re/and a- 
gain the Scots which landed there out of Cantria,and Fe- 

ride : and he flew 10. Hac 0-Neale , his father in Law, 
and £Anny his Brother, who conduted them. This vi- 
Rory cauſing him tobe inſolcnt, he began to exerciſe ty- 
ranny vpon other petty Lords of Yer, not of ſo power- 
full a command as himſelfe : hee burnt .Armach, the Me- 
tropolitane City of 1reland,tor hatred ro the Arch-biſhop, 
draue CHMac-Guire out of the inheritance of his Predece(- 
ſors, pilled and ſacked Mac-Genifſe, and others, and the 
Enzliſh, receiuing them into their proreQtion , hee ſpred 
rebellious colours againſt Queene Errzas rn. But 
he preſently wrapt them vp againe; at the inſtigation of Ca- 
ſac, a Knight of the Order, yeclded vp his Sonne in Ho- 
ſtage, and ſubmitted himſelfe. And Queene E x 1 z 4- 
s Z T H,to containe him within bounds , hauing rent and 
torne all thoſe Letters, by which H = w x r the Eighth 
declared Maithew falfly reputed for his Sonne, to be Heire 
ro Cope, ſhe reſolued to conferre vpon him,the honourable 
titles of Earle of Tyrone,and Baron-of Dungannon, as being 
| the vndoubted Sonne and Heire.-;But this man altogether 
| lmpatient of repoſe, and peace, perceiuing that he was a- 
ble te bring into the ficld a thouſand Horſe, and foure 
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thouſand foot of his Vaſſals,and Tenants, and he had al- 
ready flue hundred of his Guard, with barbarous pride hee 
reiected ſuch titles of honour, in compariſon of the name 
of 0-Neale, but cauſed himſelfe,by his owne people, tobe 
ſtyled King of Y//er : He trayned vp the Peaſants ro War, 
offered the Kingdome of 1reland to the _— of Scots, 
and conceiued ſuch a mortall hatred againſt the Znzliſh, 
that hauing built a Caſtle vpon the Zac Eauzh, he named it 
Feoenegall, which is to ſay, the Hatred of the Engliſh; and 
ſtrangled ſome of his people, becauſe they ate the bread 
of the Enehſh, though hee would neuer ſpeake otherwiſe 
than honourably of the Queene. _ :; .. | 

Sir Henry Sidney was commanded to arme againſt him, 
and Randolph, a braue-ConduRor, ſcnt by Sea, vpon the 


Epiſcopall Sec, neere to. Loygh-foy, with a troupe of horfe, 
and ſeuen hundred foot, to affaile him vpon the backe, 
when the Vice-Roy would come vp, and ſet vpon him in 
his Van. Shan vnderſtanding this, hotly beleaguerd Daur- 
aalk, but was repelled by the Garrifon, with great loſſe of 
men : as he was likewiſe from Witrſcaſtell, where hee met 
with no lefſe loſſe.

On the other ſide, it hapned, that Colman, Button, Hal. 
lineham, Benſon, and ſome others, who with ardent zeale 
profeſſed the more pure Religion, reprehended whatſoe- 
uer was performed without authority our of the holy 
Scriptures, and, whether tranſported with a defare of pu- 
rer doqtrine,of nouclty, or of difſentions, but, in the open 
view of all men, they queſtioned the Diſcipline of the 
Enezliſþ Church, authorized and receiued the Liturgie_, 
and vocation of Biſhops , expreſly condemning them, as 
ſenting too ſtrongly of the Romane Church, with which 
to hold anything in common, they daily preached to be a 
ſingular impiety, vſing all meanes and endeyour that mat- 
ters in the Enghſh Church might be-reformed, according 
to the forme of Geneua.. And, although the Queene com- 
manded them to be clapt vp in priſons, yet they hadan in- 
credible number of Followers, who were preſently bran- 
ded with that odious ſtyle of Puritans : And in all places 
they encreaſed, out of a wilfull obſtinacy, the imprudence 
of the Biſhops, and the ſecret fauours of ſome of the No- 
bilitie , who barked at, and maligned the riches of the 
Church, 

And, when ſome French likewiſe laboured after refor- 
mation of Religion, and fearing leſt the Papiſts would en. 
ter into league againſt rhem, they repayred to the King 
witharmes in hand, by reaſon of the iuſt feare they ſtood 
in, and in this manner preſcated vnto him a Supplication. 
A ſecond ciuill warre hapned, for ceſſation whereof, the 
Queene commanded her Ambaſſadour: Norrg, to ſollicite 
the King and fo, hereupon, a Peace was agreed vpon, but, 


the ſame time, the Queene, mother tothe King of Fraxce, 
ſhewing. grear aftabiliry and grace, both to the Amballa-

Ambaſſadour in Enzlarnd, permitting him the exerciſe of 


his religion : Her Maicſtie was wonderfully moued with 
this taſale, elteeming it offered to her own perſon, ir. that 
they vſed her Ambaſſadour fo, as likewiſe tor the iniurie 
which was done at the ſame inſtant to:one 10hn Hawkins, 
This man went to traffique ar the Port of S. 70hn de Ylua, 
within the Mexican Gulfe, having five Ships Iaden with 
merchandize, and ſome Negro flaues, of whom the Zng- 
liſh then made ordinary ale, having learn'd it of the Spani- 
ards: but I know not with what honour they might ſo doe, 
The day after his arriuall,came inalfo the King of Spaine's 
Fleet, which (becauſe he would not violate the Peace) he 
ſuffered peaceably ro enter into the Port,though he might 
haue hindred it, obtayning firſt a firme promile of ſecurity 
for himſelfe and his people, vpon certaine proaifoes and 
conditions. The Spaniards thus entered; ſcorning to haue 
conditions impoſed yponthem in their owne Propricties,

land : For they were the firſt that brought in the Art and 
knowledge of making thoſe light Stuffes which are called 
Bayes and Sayes, with other ſuch like of linnen and wool- 
en.

uerned the Common-Wealth by Acts digeſted in Spazine, 
and not by the Councels of the people of the ſame Coun.

reſtore it againe, ſo {vone as ſhe ſhould truely vnderſtand 
that it belonged to the King of Spaire. The very ſame day,

Low-Countrtes over, where he found any, and taking their 
perſons priſoners, committed them to the guard of his 
Souldters.

Some great men of England, among whom was the 
Marquis of Wischeſter,the Duke of Norfolke,and the Earles 
of _Arundell, Northumberland, Weſimerland , Pembroke, 
Leycefter, and others, laboured to lay the blame of this de- 
tention of the Money, vpon Cec#l/, as formerly they did 
that which was ſent ro the Proteſtants in France; and in 
effe, they did fo : for they could not digeſt the great pow- 
er and authority he had about the Queene : they ſuſpeRed 
he fauoured the Houſe of S»ffolke for the ſucceſſion to the 
Crowne, and feared hee would oppoſe himſelfe to their | 
deſignes. Wherefore, they conſulted one with another to 
impriſon hit, at the ſuggeſtion of Throgmorton; his cmu- 
lator, who gaue them to ynderſtand, that if hee were bur 
once clapt vp, he might eaſily be ruinated. But ſome one, |

fore he went preſently to them : and when he was heard,

The FEzeljh Merchants carry their Merchandizes to 
Hamborrough in Germanie , as to a place lately ordayned 
for free traffique. The Duke of CA1u4 perceiuing this, 


prohibited abſolutcly all commerce with the Eng!ifh , and| 


keeping all things from being imported or tranſported out 
of the Low Countrics, hee ſuborned certaine Spies, a- 
mongſt whom, one 7ohn Storie , a Door of the Ciuil! 
Law, was very ſubtilly induſtrious, who before , had pra- 
Qiled with Prinftal, an impoſtorous Magician, againſt the 
life of his owne Prince, and ſent aduertiſements to the 
Duke of Alas. for the inuading of his owne Countrey. 


Bur, being purpoſely brought into a Ship , which was re- | 
| ported to have brought heretical commodities and bookes 


out of England, the Marriners preſently ſerting fayle, hee 
was thither conneyed,and afterwards executed, as thail be 
declared in proper place. 

The Duke of Maa not ſatisfied with this , prohibited 
all ſhipping to goe out 'of Flanders, who were not armed, 
and-he. commanded them ro ſeyze onthe Exgliſh, where-

trey, ſhe would recciuve and entertaine both himſelfe and 


his children,with al the honour befitting ſo great a Prince, | 


ſhee would affigne him a peculiar place for his refidence, 
permit him freely to exerciſe his Religion , and to depart 
at his pleaſure, For theſe things hee carneſtly required in 
his ſecret Letters. But this was ſo far from ſatisfying this

Truely , many which ſaw the 
Queene remote and'farre from marriage, and the for-

When as the Deputies and Arbitrators put in truſt with 
thoſe affaires, had mer at Torke_, Lidington,and the Biſhop 
of Roſſe,in their Enquirie,acquainted the Duke with the in- 
tended Contract, as Murray himſelfe did alſo at Hampton 
Court: who in his priuate conference with the Duke and 
ſome others, diſſembled, and did ſeeme that he defired and 


wiſht for nothing more, then tharall differences being en- 
ded in Scotland, thee might be reſtored to her former Dig- 
nities, prouided that ſhe ſhould truely and heartily aftect 
her Subiccts, as ſhe had done formerly, all iniuries on both

with 7 hrogmorton, doe write to the Queene of Scotland, re- 
commending vnto her Maicſtie the Duke of Norfolke_- tor 
her Husband, as likewiſe urray had formerly done. The 
Duke himſelfe alſo writes, and witneſſeth his loue vnto 
her, offering her Maieſtie Iouingly his humbleſt ſeruice : 
and from that time he ſtill communicated vnto them all 
ſuch Letters as paſt betwixt them. As forthem, they had 
ordinary and familiar diſcourſes with the Biſhop of Roſe,

and interrogated them preciſcly, about theſe reports and 
rumors. They could not deny, but they had heard of it, 
marry ſo, they were in no wiſe ue or culpable, with 
many and deepe proteſtations, offering to lole their liues 
in the _ ſeruice, againſt any Rebels whatſoeuer:and 
thus he ſent them backe to their owne houſes, with autho-

So ſooneas the Earle of Northumberland had read theſe 
Letters, being of a tratable nature, guiltie in his owne

Religion : otherſome they told, how they were enforced 
to take vp armes, for preuention that the ancient Nobility 
of England might not be trampled vader foot by late ſtart- 
ups, and their Countrey yeelded as a prey to ſtrangers.

They were formerly proclaimed Traitors, by ſound of 
Trumpet, The ſame very day, my Lord of Sufex, accom- 
panied with the Earle of Rutland, & the Lords of Hunſdon, 
Euers, and Willowbie of Parham , marched againſt them 
wich ſeuen thouſand men, When they ſaw they were 
come to CAhland, being terrified and daunted, they fell 
roflight, and fcll backe toward Hexham, which place alſo 
leaving ſpeedily,they croſſed along by vabeaten paths,that 
ſothey might creepe couertly vnder the hedges, and came 
tothe Caſtle of Naworth, where, vnderſtanding that the 
Earle of Warwicke and the Lord Clynton Vice-Admirall, 
followed cloſe at their heeles, with twelue thouſand men, 
 drawne out of the South parts of Enzland, the two Earles 
fled into the neereſt parts of Scotland, with a few men, vn- 
knowne tothe reſt, where the Earle of Northumberland.ob- 
ſcured himſelfe for a while, about Harclaw, in the little 
countrey Hamlets, amongſt the Grymes , moſt notable 
Theeues, who deliuered him afterwards into the Earle of 
IHurray's hands. The Earle of Weſtmerland found ſome 
meanes to hide himſelfe about Carry Farnhburſt, and. Buck- 
lie, andat laſt ſcapt into Flanders, with ſome other Engliſh 
in his company, where he liu'd along, but a.poore life, vp- 
on a ſmall Penſion which the King of Spazme allowed him. 
The reſt ſaued themſclues, ſome. by-flighr, ſome. by Jur- 
king-in holes and dennes. For.cxample and terrour, .ſtxe

note. There were formerly executed at Torke, Digbre, Fal-

Chriſlopher and Thomas Nortons, brethren , were put to 
death at London, and ſome others in other places. 

After this, the moſt apparat & notable Rebels, were con- 
demned of high Treaſon,and baniſht,as namely ,the Earlcs 
of Norts, & Weſtm, the Counteſle of North, the Daughter 
to the Earle of Wizorne, Edward Dacres of Morton, Iohn 
Neill of Lenerſerz, 10, Swineborne,T ho, Marquenfield, Exre. 
Ratcliffe, brother to the Earle of Suſſex, Char, Newill, Ro, 
Norton of Nortonconniers, Chriſt. Marmaduke, and Thomas 
of the Family of the Nortons, Ro. and Na. Tempe#s, George 
Stafford, and about ſome fortie others of Noble and wor- 
thic Houſes, whoſe conuition and baniſhment was con- 
firmed by the whole houſe of Parliament, and pardon 
granted to ſome, who had no Eſtates, nor euer went our of 
the Kingdome, And thus the flame of this Rebellion was 
in a ſhort time quencht, Chiapine Yitell;, who was priuie to 
it, as I told you before, openly admiring the fame in the 
preſence of her Maieſtie, and many great men of the King- 
dome, but (no doubt) inwardly greeuing this Rebellion 


| was ſo cafily and ſuddenly ſuppreſt, and that ſohis owne 


comming into Exzland tooke {o little effec. 

From the combuſtions of this Rebellion, thus co- 
uered and extinguiſhr, as out of the aſhes of that former 
fire, a little ame began to kindle at Naworth in Cumber- 
land, neere to the Valley of Severus, which was raiſed by 
Lau. Dacres,ſecond ſonne to Geor, Lord Dacres of Gileſland. 
This man, atfrerthe death of the young Lord Dacres his 
Nephew, becauſe he was the ſonne of his elder Brother, 
being angry that ſo large a Patrimonie ſhould by Law di- 
ſcend vnto his Neeces, whom the Duke of Norfolke their 
Father in law had betrothed to his three ſonnes, hee com- 
menced ſuite againſt them :'but perceiuing that ic would 

come 
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come to no proſperous iſſue on his ſide, hee ſecretly com- 
bin'd with che Rebels, and attempted to carry away the 

acene of Scots, butall in vaine, But the Rebels being de- 
feared ſooner then he expected, and proclaimed Traitors 
openly, whileſt himſelfe lay in Court, after he had obtai- 
ned the fauour to kifſe the Queenes hands, hee promi- 
ſed ro employ himlelfe with his whole power againſt them, 
wherevpon he was ſent home to his own houſe. But when 
he was in the way (as was diſcouered afterwards) hee im- 

arted vnto them his deſſignes by meſſengers, which re- 
new'd their ſpirit and courage, making them many promi- 
{es in the behalfe of divers Ambaſſadours to ſtrange Prin- 
ces; and amongſt others, perſwading them, that with 


kill the Lord Screope, Gouernour of the Welt Borders, and 
the Biſhop of Carlile. Burnot being able ro effect it, he fol- 
lowed the Earles who were fled with Letters recomenda- 
torie to the Scots, ſurprized Grifock Caſtle, and other hou- 
ſes belonging tothe Dacres, fortifycd the Caſtle of Na. 
worth, as if he had ſome right and intereſt in ir, and vnder 
' pretext of defending his owne goods, and oppoſing the 
| Rebels, hee got together three rhouſand theeues of the 
| borders, and others, who ſtood beſt affected to the Dacres, 
| much eſteemed and reſpected in thoſe quarters.

that Dunbriton and Edenborrough ſhould be giuen them : 
whereupon ſome Scortifh Merchants were very much trou- 
bled,and traffique in France was denyed them, which drew 
a great partie to the Queenes fide, in hope thereby to haue 
freedome of trade there againe. In Lenox his place, by the 
common conſent of the people, 19hn Areckin, Earle of 
Marre, was elefted Vice-Roy, a man of a calme ſpirit,and 
agreat louer of his Countrie, who beeing no lefle afflited 
withthe turbulent counſels of his friends, then by the in- 
ſulcings of his aduerſaries,for very griefe dyed, when hee 
had gouerned thittcene moneths. 

The iniquitie of theſe times , and the loue which the 
people of England bore to their Queene and Countrey, 
| drew the States to Weſtminſter, where they made a Law to 
| prevent the plots of the ſedirious , by which it was orday-

Haſting, 
but ſhe could not obtaine her parpole, being countermined 
by Yillers a French Church-man, who came poore into 
Enzlayd, with a [curuy Cloakeallrorne (1 ſpeake this be- 
cauſe I knew him) but was inriched by a colle&ion which 
was giuen him to reade Divinity Leflons, fearing leſt the 
Prince of Orange ſhould caſt his eye vpon the Engliſh, 
maintained amonglt other things, nay by a publike wri. 
ting, that QueeneEt1zae = rn had no man of warrc 
to whom ſhe would truſtan Army, but the Earle of Suſſex, 
and thathe bare no good affetion to the Proteſtants, and 
according as he had learned of Celizni, he gaue forih, that 
if the Engliſh.did fer foot in the Low-Countries, they 
would renew their ancient hate againſtthe Freach, 
Neuerthelcfle, the inteſtine warres of France hauing 
taken away all hope of ſuccour from the Prince of 0r4nge, 
and the Dutch, they afrcſh conſult to whom they may 
runne, and rely vpon for aid.

At the ſame time arriued at the Court , 1ohn Perenort of 
Champiznt, from Lodwick Zuniza of Requeſens , who in his 
name modeſtly aduited the Queene toentertaine the league 
betweene England and Bureundic,and not to entermeddle 
in the affaires of the Netherlands : To whom, the Qaeene 
promiſed to obſcrue the league, notwithſtanding the Spa- 
ziard had refuſed to confirme it.

Howard Earle 
of Arundell, the eldeſt ſonne to the Duke of Norfolke , was 
in ſuch ſort affrighred, that he reſ{olued, leſt hee ſhould of- 
tend againſt chem, to leaue the Kingdome, Three yeares 
before, he was by thegracious bounty of the Queenerecfta- | 
bliſhed inthe Rights and Honours ot his father.

But the Quoeene was to nothing 
more attentiue, then toconfirme a ſolid amity betweene 
Enelayd md Scotland,and to conioyne them in'one vnired 
League of mutuall offenceand detence, vvhereby ſhe mighr 
not onely cur off all hope of ayde from Scotland to foraine 
Nations, but to the Queene of Scots her ſclte. For Queene 
Et1z4an8Tn ſuſpeRed, that ſhee, being greatly incenſed, 
had imbraced {ome perilous counſell, fince thar the conditi.

land Torke, got an ignominious name of Traytors. This 
Torke, bornc in Londoy, was a man moſt negligent and la- 
zy,bur deſperately hardy ; he was in his time moſt famous 
among thoſe who reſpedted Fencing, hauing been the firſt 
that brought into England that wicked and pernicious fa- 
ſhion to fight inthe Field in Duels , with a Rapier called a 
Tucke,onely for the thruſt : the Z»g/ſþ hauing till that ve... 
ry time, vſed ro fight with Backe-ſwords, flaſhing and cut- 
'ting one the other,armed with Targets or Bucklers , with 
very broad weapons, accounting it not to be a manly aci- 
on to fight by thruſting and ſtabbing, and chiefly vnder the 
waſte. This Yorke hauing received fome light injury by 
the Earle of Leicefter in the Low-Countries,ran away, and 
lived as a Souldier a certaine time on the Spariſh fide ; and 
laſtly, being reconciled, was made Goucrnour of a ſtrong 
Fort,fituated neere the Towne of Sztphen. But as he was 
not vſedto pardon wrongs, & ſuffer himſelf to be deſpiſed, 
hee hammercd in his head how he might be revenged:and 
| hebeing corrupted with money, yeelded vp nor onely the 
ſaid Fort to the Enemy, but alſo many and ſundry times 
hee proteſted by oath to Sir William Stanley ( who had for- 
merly borne Armes in the warres of 1re/and, with a fingu- 
lar fidelity and generous valiancy) that he was manife(tly 
accuſed and conuicted to haue been one of Babingtons con- 
ſpiracy, by the aſſertion and confeſſion of the.

wealthy Ilands ; that it was: now his part, of -duety to en- 
terprize ſomething, which might bee agreeable and plea- 
ſing to God. That there could be nothing more accepta- j. 
ble to God, nor ovght more worthy himſclfe, than the ad. 
uancing of his.Church. That the Church could not with 
more glory and merit be advanced, than by the conqueſt

As thus they fled, many of their Ships were loſt vpon the 
Coaſts of Ireland and Scotland, where ſome ſeuen hundred

their behalfe, and by the Queenes permiſſion were paſled 
into Flanders a yeere after. But thoſe poore wretches 
which were caſt away in Jrelard , were not ſo mercifally | 
dealc withall : for ſome of them were flaine by the 27riſb | 
dwclling.in the woods ; the other, by the commandement | 


Connasgh, had refuſed vpon his reiterated commandemeat 


the ſecond Mar/hall, who,drawing them forth which had 
hidden themſclues , cut off the heads of about two hun- 
dred of them, which the Queen deteſted with all her heart, 
as adeed full of cruelty. This ſo affrighted the reſt , that 
ficke and weake as they were, and halte ſtarued , they. re-;
